The  figures 

on  page  18  are 

a big  improvement  on  1966  and  indicate  that 

some  90 % of  children  are  receiving  primary  vaccination  against  diphtheria , 
tetanus,  pertussis  and  poliomyelitis.  Most  children  also  received  all  the 
appropriate  reinforcing  doses  against  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis. 

In  the  primary  schools  the  parents  of  all  children  were  circulated  and  these 
due  for  reinforcing  doses  were  immunised.  At  the  same  time  those  children 
who  had  never  had  primary  tetanus  immunisation  were  given  two  further  injections 
of  Tetanus  Toxoid..  The  figures  for  smallpox  vaccination  are  also  better  _ 
and  show  a steady  improvement  over  the  last  three  years.  Now  some  G0% 
of  infants  are  vaccinated.  This  figure  is  not  wholly  satisfactory  but  compares 
well  with  figures  of  10  - 15%  in  some  areas. 
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In  February  1968  the  Ministry  of  Health  introduced  a new  schedule 
for  immunisation  and  xsao o 1 nation  ar;  t'cllo  ru-

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31ST  DECEMBER,  1967. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  and  privilege  to  present  for  your 
consideration  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department 
in  the  field  of  environmental  hygiene. 

I am  happy  to  state  that  there  was  no  change  in  the 
inspectorial  staff,  but  changes  did  take  place  involving 
the  clerical  staff.  In  May,  Miss  E.  Jastrzab  was  appointed 
as  junior  clerk  in  the  department,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  Mrs.  Robinson,  senior  clerk,  left  the  service  of  the 
Council  to  take  up  a similar  appointment  with  the  Northern 
Gas  Board. 

I sincerely  trust  that  Miss  Jastrzab  will  enjoy  a 
long  and  happy  association  with  the  Council,  and  I extend 
to  Mrs.  Robinson  my  very  good  wishes  for  her  future.  Mrs. 

D.  Kershaw  was  appointed  as  a successor  to  Mrs.  Robinson, 
and  due  to  take  up  her  appointment  at  the  beginning  of  1968. 

The  year  was  one  of  considerable  activity  resulting 
in  over  five  thousand  visits  being  paid  by  Mr.  Gibson  and 
myself. 


Sustained  efforts  were  again  made  to  maintain  the 
highest  standards  of  hygiene  in  food  shops,  including  mobile 
shops,  stalls,  etc.  Every  endeavour  was  made  to  maintain  at 
the  highest  level  the  standards  of  health  and  welfare  for 
office  and  shop  workers. 

Further  progress  was  made  with  the  compulsory 
improvement  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  south  Gosforth  area 
and,  indeed,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  consideration  was  given 
to  the  possible  extension  of  the  scheme  to  other  areas  in  the 
district. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  whole  of  tho  district  has  a piped  water  supply, 
provided  by  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  A.T.  Palin,  Chief  Chemist  to 
the  Newcastle  & Gateshead  V/ater  Company  for  supplying  the 
following  information. 
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Bacteriological  Examination. 

1053  works  control  samples  from  the  HVhittle  Dene 
and  Henderson  (Throckley)  Filter  Plants  were  examined  in 
the  Company's  Laboratory;  three  were  'unsatisfactory', 
three  'satisfactory',  the  remainder  'excellent'.  222 
samples  of  the  wat«r  from  the  Warkwcrth  Filter  Plant  were 
taken  at  the  Longbenton  Governor  House;  all  were  'excellent' 
save  one,  which  was  'satisfactory'.  378  sanples  from 
special  fixed  sampling  points  in  Newcastle  upon  Tyne  were 
all  * excellent f 1 18  samples  taken  at  random  in  the  area 
(including  7 taker  in  G-osforth)  were  all  ''excellent'. 


Chemical  . examination . 

I understand  from  Dr.  Palin  that  there  was  no 
significant  change  in  the  average  chemical  composition 
of  the  water  supplied  for  domestic  consumption.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AMD  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  Collection. 

It  was  possible,  but  only  with  some  difficulty,  to  maintain 
a weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  all  premises  throughout  the  district, 
and  indeed  a bi-weekly  collection  from  certain  food  premises.  The 
difficulty  arises  from  the  ever  increasing  demands  for  special 
collections  of  refuse,  particularly  bulky  objects  such  as  unwanted 
furniture.  It  is  possible  that,  when  the  provisions  of  the  Civic 
Amenities  Act  1963  are  more  widely  known  by  the  general  public, 
particularly  the  provisions  contained  in  Part  111  of  the  Act,  which 
prescribes  heavy  penalties  for  unauthorised  dumping  of  refuse,  further 
demands  will  be  made  on  the  Health  Department. 

Tho  situation  was  eased  somewhat  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
when  the  Council  authorised  the  engagement  of  two  additional  refuse 
collectors. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Tipping  operations  continued  to  be  carried  out  at  a site  on 
the  old  Coast  Road  situated  in  the  Urban  District  of  Longbenton.  The 
average  distance  from  Cosforth  to  the  disposal  point  is  approximately 
A miles.  The  number  of  loads  deposited  in  the  tip  from  Cosforth  alone 
was  4846,  representing  an  estimated  9692  tons.  Expenditure  incurred 
in  the  disposal  of  refuse  is  equally  borne  by  the  Longbenton  and 
Cosforth  Councils. 

Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  and  privilege  to  voice  on  your 
behalf  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Longbenton  Council  for  continuing  to  provide  this  Council  with 
facilities  for  the  disposal  of  refuse.  In  this  particular  regard 
I would  also  like  to  mention  Mr.  Thirkell,  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  the  Longbenton  Council, 

Regional  Refuse  Disposal. 

Further  progress  was  made  with  this  project  with  the 
publication  of  the  report  of  the  Local  Covernment  Operational 
Research  Unit.  The  Steering  Committee,  consisting  of  Flanning 
Officers  and  Cleansing  Officers,  expressed  their  confidence  in 
recommending  the  Research  Unit's  major  conclusions. 

Salvage  Disposal. 

The  quantity  of  waste  paper  forwarded  to  the  Board  Mills 
during  the  financial  year  ended  the  31st  March  1967  was  305  tons, 
a decrease  of  48  tons  over  the  previous  financial  year. 

The  figure  of  305  tons  per  annum  represents  0.9  tons 
per  month  per  1,000  of  population,  and  realised  an  income  of  £2597,  a 
decrease  of  £623.  over  the  previous  year. 
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I have  repeatedly  stated  that  in  my  opinion  this  urban 
district  is  capable  of  producing  1,0  ton  of  waste  paper  per 
1,000  population  per  month  and,  although  the  collection  of  over 
300  tons  of  waste  paper  for  the  year  displays  a commendable 
effort , I am  rather  disappointed  that  the  target  figure  at  least 
has  not  been  reached.

Part  111  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  1967  deals  with  the 
disposal  of  abandoned  vehicles  and  other  refuse. 

Broadly  speaking,  the  Act  (v/hich  received  the  Royal 
Assent  on  27th  July,  1967)  tackles  the  problems  involved  by  - 

(a)  Providing  for  the  establishment  by  local  authorities 
of  places  where  their  residents  may  deposit  refuse, 
other  than  business  refuse,  free  of  charge  (Section  18). 

(b)  Making  it  a statutory  offence  to  abandon  a motor 
vehicle  or  any  other  thing  brought  there  for  the 
purpose,  on  any  land  in  the  open  air  (or  on  other 
land  forming  part  of  the  highway)  without  lawful 
authority  (Section  19)  and 

( c)  Giving  local  authorities  certain  powers  and  duties 
in  relation  to  the  removal  of  abandoned  motor 
vehicles  and  other  refuse  (Sections  20  to  23) . 
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HOUSING; 


Subsequent  to  submitting  reports  to  the  Health  Committee 
on  the  condition  of  certain  dwelling  houses  situated  on  the  north 
side  of  Henry  Street,  the  Council  resolved  to  declare  the  area  a 
clearance  area,  in  accordance  with  Section  42  of  the  Housing  Act 
1957. 


There  still  remains  a fair  number  of  dwelling  houses,  not 
confined  to  any  one  section  of  the  district,  but  principally 
situated  in  the  Coxlodge  area,  which  may  be  classed  as  unfit, 
and,  in  addition,  lacking  one  or  more  basic  amenities.  It  is 
possible  that  some  of  them  may  be  worth  saving  and  indeed 
improving . 

Excellent  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  connection 
with  the  compulsory  improvement  of  dwellings  in  the  Sandringham 
Road  and  Audley  Road  area.  During  the  year  sixty-three 
applications  for  standard  grants  were  made  to  the  Council. 

This  figure  represents  more  than  one  third  of  the  total  number 
of  houses  in  the  scheme,  and  the  number  of  dwelling  houses 
where  works  of  improvement  have  been  completed  is  fifty- six. 

Although  the  greater  number  of  houses  have  yet  to  be 
improved  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  is  not  inopportune 
to  look  into  the  possibilities  for  the  creation  of  further 
improvement  areas.  It  is  essential  that,  where  it  is  feasible 
to  do  so,  all  the  sound  older  houses  should  be  improved, 
preferably  to  the  full  standard,  or  at  least  to  the  reduced 
standard. 

At  the  request  of  the  Health  Committee  I submitted  a 
report  on  further  areas  which  could  possibly  lend  themselves 
to  improvement. 

This  was  followed  up  by  a survey  of  the  dwelling  houses

The  Committee  agreed  to  accept  in  principle  the  report  on  these 
dwelling  houses  as  a basis  for  the  establishment  of  a further  improvement 
area. 


The  technical  and  administrative  work  in  this  particular  field 
of  housing  is  fairly  considerable  but,  nevertheless,  generally  rewarding 
as  it  is  felt  that  the  improvements  are  greatly  appreciated  by  owner  and 
tenant  alike.

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This  information  was  supplemented  with  figures  showing  air 
pollution  readings  taken  in  Go s forth,  together  with  those  taken  in 
neighbouring  areas. 

The  Committee  resolved  that  the  question  of  the  establishment 
of  Smoke  Control  Areas  be  deferred  for  twelve  months,  during  which 
period  additional  readings  would  be  obtained  and  submitted  for 
further  consideration,  together  with  comparative  figures  obtained 
from  neighbouring  authorities. 


Animal  Boar  dim 


There  are  no  known  premises  operating  within  the  district  as 
boarding  establishments  within,  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 


The  Act  prohibits  the  keeping  of  a boarding  establishment  for 
animals  except  under  the  authority  of  a licence,  which  may  be  granted 
by  a local  authority. 


No  application  for  licensing  of  premises  was  received  during 
the  year,  and  the  number  of  premises  licensed  under  the  Act  remains 
at  one. 


Five  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  were  received  during  the 
year,  all  of  which  we re  investigated  and  remedial  measures  adopted 
to  abate  the  nuisance.  The  complaints  were  quite  varied  and 
concerned  the  production  of  noise  from  building  operations,  barking 
of  dogs,  slamming  of  car  doors  and  factory  noises.  Occasionally, 
complaints  were  received  in  connection  with  the  production  of  noise 
from  the  use  of  pneumatic  drills  in  road  repairing  operations  on  the 
Great  North  Road.  Representations  were  made  to  the  firm  concerned 
which  resulted  in  noise  suppressors  being  fitted  to  the  drills. 


Activity  in  this  particular  field,  i.e.  the  supervision  of 
the  lay-out  of  new  drainage  systems  and  the  repair  and  reconstruction 
of  existing  systems  was  fairly  considerable.  Nearly  2, ADO  yards  of 
new  drainage  work  were  tested  necessitating  the  application  of  227 
water  tests  and  52  smoke  tests. 


The  bulk  of  the  work  was  confined  to  the  construction  of  new 
buildings,  both  domestic  and  commercial,  involving  visits  to  12 
different  sites.  The  sustained  progress  in  the  compulsory  improvement 
of  dwellings  was  also  a contributing  factor  in  the  increased  activity 
in  this  particular  direction.

Disinfestation 

The  number  of  residents  taking  advantage  of  the  service  offered 
by  the  Health  Department  in  the  eradication  of  insects  grows  yearly. 
Severny-one  complaints  were  received  during  the  year,  which  is  more  than 
double  the  figure  recoived  the  previous  year.  Twelve  different  species 
of  insects  were  dealt  with,  the  most  troublesome  being  the  red  mite, 
cockroach  and  the  wasp . 

The  migrating  habit  of  the  clover  mite  posed  quite  a problem  in 
our  endeavours  to  eradicate  this  insect  from  dwelling  houses.  Large 
invasions  of  the  mite  were  found  in  newly  erected  houses,  the  invasions 
being  more  prominent  where  grass  was  found  to  be  in  close  contact  with 
the  main  walls  of  the  house . 

I am  very  grateful  to  the  Regional  Pests  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Pisherd.es  & Food,  for  prompt  attention  given  to  requests 
for  identification  of  insects  and  for  his  advice  in  matters  of 
extermination. 


Rodent  Infestation 

The  number  of  complaints  received  this  year  showed  a sharp 
increase,  123  complaints  as  against  94  the  previous  year.  However, 
in  A3  instances,  there  was  no  evidence  of  any  infestation. 

The  number  of  premises  involved  was  l£>2  and  of  these  103  were 
found  to  be  infested  with  rats  and  16  infested  with  mice.  There  was 
no  evidence  of  any  major  infestation. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  was  820.  The  rodenticides 
used  were  Warfarin  and  Alphakil,  the  latter  proving  very  successful 
in  connection  with  infestations  of  mice. 

The  majority  of  business  premises  are  regularly  serviced  by 
servicing  agents.  This  is  a very  wise  and  necessary  precaution, 
particularly  in  connection  with  food  premises. 


Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  19&3 

This  Act,  passed  in  1963 , makes  provision  for  securing  the 
health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  to  work  in  office 
or  shop  premises,  and  came  into  operation  in  1964. 

A further  47  premises  were  registered  during  the  year 
bringing  the  tote.l  of  registered  premises  up  to  310. 
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Your  inspectors  were  actively  engaged  in  the  administration  of 
the  Act  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  648  visits  had  been  made  to  various 
premises.  The  number  of  contraventions  discovered  was  325,  An  analysis 
of  these  is  described  on  the  following  page,  and  is  indeed  proof  of  the 
vigour  with  which  this  comparatively  new  legislation  has  been  tackled. 
Eleven  accidents  were  reported,  all  of  which  were  investigated  and  none 
found  to  be  fatal.

Milk  Samples . 


During  the  year  twenty-five  samples  of  "Unt reate d"  milk  were 
obtained  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Twenty-four  samples,  representing  96.0$  of  the  number 
submitted,  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  Keeping  Quality  Test. 

Biological  examination  of  samples  of  milk  taken  from  two 
producers  proved  negative  to  M.  Tuberculosis. 


Ice-Cream  Samples. 


Eight  samples  of  ice-cream  were  procured  during  the  year,  none 
of  which  fell  into  Grade  4.  Two  samples,  however,  did  fall  into  Grade  3, 
one  of  which  was  a sample  of  prewrapped  ice-cream.  This  is  rather  unusual 
but,  despite  carrying  out  an  investigation,  the  reason  for  the  low  grading 
was  inexplicable.

Over  three  hundred  visits  were  made  to  the  various  food  premises 
in  the  district,  subsequent  to  which  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve 
seventy-one  informal  notices  in  connection  vd-th  infringements  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  (G-eneral)  Regulations.  In  no  instance  was  it  found 
necessary  to  take  any  formal  action. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  in  this  district  is 
fairly  high,  and  it  is  the  constant  endeavour  of  your  public  health 
inspectors  that  it  should  remain  so. 

The  Foo d Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  & Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966 . 

These  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1967, 
and  revoke  the  provisions  of  the  G-eneral  Regulations  dealing  with 
markets,  stalls,  etc. 

Certain  provisions  of  the  G-eneral  Regulations  shall  cease  to 
apply  to  any  food  business  to  which  the  new  Regulations  apply  and  to 
any  person  employed  in  the  handling  of  food  in  the  course  of  such  a 
business. 

A total  of  eighty  inspections  of  mobile  food  traders  were  carried 
out,  resulting  in  the  service  of  forty-seven  informal  notices. 
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It  was  found  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  against  a 
firm,  for  using,  in  the  course  of  a food  business,  a delivery  vehicle 
which  was  not  kept  clean.  The  firm  was  fined  £10.  for  contravening 
Article  5 (l) , of  the  Regulations.

Section  l6~  (Registration  of  food  premises)  . 

Four  applications  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  were  received  and 
duly  approved. 

Sixty-nine  premises  are  now  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream, 
one  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream,  and  thirty  for  the  preparation  or 
manufacture  of  sausages,  or  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food, 
intended  for  sale.

During  the  year  thirteen  complaints  were  received,  each  alleging 
the  unfitness  of  food  sold  for  human  consumption.  Legal  proceedings  we  re 
instituted  in  connection  with  two  of  the  complaints,  one  of  which 
concerned  tho  sale  of  a loaf  of  bread  in  a mouldy  condition,  and  the 
other  the  sale  of  a loaf  of  bread  containing  a quantity  of  hessian. 

Both  of  the  firms  concerned  in  the  above  proceedings  wore  found  guilty 
and  fines  of  £20.  and  £50.,  respectively,  were  imposed. 

Unsound  Food  (voluntarily  surrendered)  . 

One  hundred  and  seventy-one  pounds  of  unsound  food,  consisting  of 
seven  tins  of  meat  and  twenty-eight  tins  of  fruit  and  vegetables,  were 
voluntarily  surrendered  and  suitably  disposed  of  in  the  incinerator 
situated  at  the  Council  depot. 


Adulteration  of  Food, 


I am  indebted  to  Mr.  C.L.  Arlidge,  Chief  Inspector  of 
Y/eights  and  Measures,  Northumberland  County  Council,  for  supplying 
me  with  details  of  samples  taken  by  his  sampling  officers  in  the 
Urban  District  of  G-osforth  during  the  year  under  review. 

Mr.  Arlidge  informs  me  that  one  hundred  and  thirty  samples 
were  procured  which  included  seventeen  samples  taken  at  schools. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  samples  were  found  to  be  genuine,
